"This  is  one  of  the  best  things  that 
I've  ever  been  involved  in."  said  Art 
Agnos.  HUD  regional  director  and 
former  mayor  of  San  Francisco  who 
was  joined  by  HUD's  John  Phillips, 
who  will  constructing  the  new  low  rise 
housing  on  the  site  once  the  Towers  are 
down.  Agnos  explained  how  HUD  took 
over  the  Geneva  Towers  property  from 
its  previous  owner,  a  private  landlord, 
because  of  deplorable  conditions  and 
that  costs  for  the  two  buildings  were 
averaging  $500,000  a  month  when  they 
officially  closed  on  Aug.  31,  1995. 

"It  was  a  mistake  for  the  lowers  to 
ever  become  low  income  housing." 
said  Agnos,  who  reminded  those  in  at- 
tendance that  the  buildings  were  origi- 
nally intended  to  be  middle  income 
housing  in  proximity  to  the  airport.  He 
also  said  that  HUD  would  be  levied  a 
hefty  fine  from  the  state  because  ei- 


ers  down  by  implosion  would  probably 
be  done  in  one  day,  most  likely  on  a 
weekend. 

With  a  decision  from  the  neighbor- 
hood needed  in  a  month's  time,  the  ob- 
jective of  the  new  steering  committee 
will  be  to  increase  community  partici- 
pation and  expedite  consensus  on  the 
best  method  for  demolishing  the  twin 
20-story  buildings  located  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Sunnydalc  Avenue  and  Schwerin 
Street. 

One  goal  of  this  initial  meeting  was 
to  identify  additional  community  lead- 
ers to  participate  in  the  next  meeting 
to  be  held  at  VVCC  in  July.  In  spear-

Public  Forum  on  Automotive  Repair

A  sticky  issue  with  membership  in 
the  Geneva  Valley  Development 
Corporation's  (GVDC)  board  of  direc- 
tors continues  to  stalemate  as  two  lin- 
gering vacancies  appear  to  remain  un- 
filled much  longer  than  necessary. 

The  problem  has  been  exacerbated 
by  resignation  of  a  leading  member 
who  wanted  to  get  out  due  to  future 
"conflict  of  interest."  Joel  Tate,  acting 
chair  of  the  Visitacion  Valley  Task 
Force,  got  out  for  good. 

"There  are  three  possible  vacancies, 
depending  on  the  response  to  the  let- 
ter." GVDC  Executive  Director  Judith 
Sandoval  told  the  board  during  its  June 
1 1  meeting.  A  series  of  campaign  for 
membership  letters  have  been  repeat- 
edly sent  to  neighborhood  residents  for 
quite  some  time  now.

At 
the  time,  HUD  provided  $110  million 
toward  the  demolition  and  redevelop- 
ment of  the  Geneva  Towers. 

Meanwhile,  neighborhood  observers 
have  expressed  concern  over  the  snail- 
paced  Towers  redevelopment  project. 
It  appears  the  initiators,  way  up  from 
the  HUD  echelon  down  to  the  local 
community  leaders  and  developers 
have  given  excessive  weight  to  com- 
munity demands.  These  same  observ- 
ers have  opined  that  someone,  some- 
how, will  be  committing  a  federal  of- 
fense along  the  line  when  the  commu- 
nity dictates  on  a  business  operation.

Opposition  to  Waste 
Facility  Location 

i  ollowing  is  a  letter  sent  March  24. 
1997  to  Paul  Maltzer.  a  reviewer  with 
the  San  Francisco  Planning  Depart- 
ment 

Dear  Mr.  Maltzer: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  of  opposition 
lor  our  committee  and  the  communi- 
ties of  Little  Hollywood  and  Visitacion 
Valley.

The  project  which  our  office  was  re- 
quired to  consider  in  terms  of  CEQA 
review  was  the  proposed  Agreement 
between  the  City  and  Sanitary  Fill 
Company.  In  summary,  this  agreement 
specified  that  the  City  would  become 
the  permit  holder  for  the  existing 
HHWF.  that  Sanitary  Fill  Company 
would  continue  to  operate  the  facility, 
and  that  the  Operations  Plan  for  the 
facility  would  specify  operating  con- 
ditions and  maximum  limits  on  wastes 
processed  through  the  facility  in  order 
to  ensure  that  the  facility  would  not 
expand.  Since  the  existing  HHWF  was 
already  authorized  by  the  State,  our

This  community  was  estab- 
lished as  a  residential  community  50 
years  before  the  garbage  transfer,  haz- 
ardous waste  or  recycling  facilities 
were  built  here. 

The  Permit  by  Rule  and  Categorical 
Exemption  from  environmental  review 
cannot  be  justified  because: 

1 )  No  environmental  review  has  ever 
been  completed. 

2)  The  pilot  program  ended  in  1989 
when  the  siting  of  the  hazardous  waste 
facility  was  within  the  realm  of  the 
Tanner  Act  (AB2948  fanner,  Health 
and  Safety  Code  Sections  25199  to 
25199.4). 

3)  There  has  been  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  quantity  of  hazardous 
materials  that  enter  and  are  transferred 
out  of  the  facility  since  the  1988  pilot 
program. 

4)  The  Initial  Study  of  November  8, 
1990  and  October  3,  1991  by  the  envi- 
ronmental review  officer  determined 
that  an  environmental  impact  report 
was  required.  It  was  also  determined 
that  a  Local  Assessment  Committee 
must  be  formed  under  Tanner  Act 
guidelines. 

5)  The  time  line  for  negotiations  on 
terms  and  conditions  that  would  make 
the  siting  of  the  facility  acceptable  to 
the  community  should  have  been  by  the 
end  of  1992;  within  the  realm  of  the 
Tanner  Act. 

6)  The  City  as  operator  is  asking  for 
a  two  and  one-half  times  increase 
above  the  amount  of  hazardous  mate- 
rials that  was  allowed  to  enter  and  be 
transferred  out  of  the  facility  in  1995. 
The  1 995  amount  was  a  major  increase 
in  the  amount  that  was  allowed  during 
the  pilot  program. 

7)  The  delay  in  siting  the  facility 


vented  the  necessary  compensation  and 
remuneration  that  would  make  this  a 
more  equitable  siting  and  more  accept- 
able to  the  community. 

8)  An  environmental  review  should 
have  proceeded  after  1989  in  a  timely 
manner  and  the  siting  process  should 
not  have  been  delayed  until  1996  when 
a  modified  Permit  by  Rule  legislation 
was  enacted  that  eliminated  commu- 
nity involvement  and  allowed  the  fa- 
cility an  "existing  facility"  classifica- 
tion. 

9)  No  Categorical  Exemption  should 
be  given  to  the  existing  facility  because 
it  circumvents  a  mechanism  for  appeal- 
ing a  local  land  use  decision  and  siting 
of  the  facility  should  have  been  regu- 
lated by  the  legislation  that  was  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  original  siting  or  pi- 
lot program  was  introduced. 

10)  There  has  not  been  any  explana- 
tion or  documentation  of  the  large  dis- 
crepancy between  the  amount  of  toxic 
or  hazardous  air  emissions  released 
from  the  facility  in  the  study  done  by 
ENSR  Consulting  and  Engineering.

1 1 )  A  Categorical  Exemption  should 
be  denied  because  of  the  "Cumulative 
Effects"  of  similar  operations  with 
similar  emissions  and  "successive 
projects  of  the  same  type  in  the  same 
place"  (Section  15300.2  subdivision 
(b). 

12  A  Categorical  Exemption  should 
be  denied  because  of  airborne  emis- 
sions from  the  garbage  transfer  facil- 
ity, recycle  facilities  and  equipment, 
and  extensive  vehicle  repair,  painting 
and  maintenance  facilities  within  this 
solid  waste  complex. 

13)  The  lack  of  a  plan  to  address  the

Study  Shows  Bulk  Buying  Save  Consumers 
Up  to  40  Percent  on  Their  Grocery  Bills 


A  price  comparison  study  of  56  com- 
monly purchased  grocery  items  has 
found  that  shoppers  can  save  40  per- 
cent by  buying  these  items  in  larger 
packages. 

The  study,  which  was  conducted  by 
the  San  Francisco  Recycling  Program, 
included  commonly  purchased  items 
such  as  milk,  cheese,  juice,  yogurt, 
detergent,  rice,  sugar,  meal,  shampoo, 
cookies,  soup  and  canned  vegetables. 

"This  study  shows  that  waste  preven- 
tion not  only  benefits  the  environment 
but  can  also  save  shoppers  significant 
amounts  of  money,"  said  David 
Assmann.  public  outreach  coordinator 
for  the  San  Francisco  recycling  Pro- 
gram. "The  basket  of  56  items  pur- 
chased in  small  or  single  serve  sizes 
cost  $1 37.88,  whereas  the  same  items, 
purchased  in  economy  or  larger  si/cs. 
cost  $82.29."  The  most  dramatic  dif- 
ferences were  found  in  sugar  and  pop- 
corn which  were  82  percent  cheaper 
in  the  larger  sizes;  coffee,  which  was 
80  percent  less  expensive,  and  rice. 


which  was  72  percent  less  expensive. 

All  price  comparisons  were  done 
using  the  same  brand  in  both  the  large 
and  small  sizes.  Not  all  of  the  items 
were  perishable  items.  For  example, 
buying  cotton  swabs  in  bulk  saves  con- 
sumers 71  percent,  and  shampoo  is  40 
percent  less  expensive  in  larger  bottles.

The  results  of  the  Spring  Recycling 
Challenge  arc  in  and  youth  programs 
in  the  southeast  section  of  the  City  will 
reap  the  benefits.  The  neighborhoods 
of  Bayview/Hunters  Point,  Mission. 
Visitacion  Valley.  Portola,  Potrero  I  (ill 
and  Bemal  Heights  have  met  the  tar- 
get and  as  a  result,  the  San  Francisco 
Recycling  Program  will  donate 
$10,000  to  neighborhood  youth  pro- 
grams. 

During  the  campaign,  we  called 
15,000  households  to  talk  about  recy- 
cling. We  found  that  57  percent  of  resi- 
dents in  the  six  neighborhoods  are  cur- 
rently recycling,  with  39  percent  say- 
ing they  would  begin  recycling.  The 
most  recycled  items  are  plastic  bottles 
and  newspapers.  Glass  jars  and  bottles 
and  aluminum  are  in  third  and  fourth 
place.  The  least  recycled  items  are 
phone  books,  paper  bags  and  dry  food 
boxes. 

While  recycling  rates  are  climbing 
locally,  a  proposed  change  in  a  state 
law  may  send  some  recycling  rates 
down.  The  California  Department  of 
Conservation  (DOC),  the  agency  re- 
sponsible for  administering  the  state's 
extremely  successful  program  to  re- 
cycle beverage  containers,  has  put  forth 
a  proposal  that  some  recyclers  say  will 
gut  the  law.  The  law.  AB  2020,  has 
resulted  in  the  recycling  of  almost  80 
percent  of  aluminum,  glass  and  plas- 
tic beverage  containers  in  the  state  of 
California  since  1991. 

The  law  requires  that  a  deposit  be 
paid  on  containers  for  beer,  wine  cool- 
ers and  carbonated  soft  drinks  and 
waters.  These  deposits  are  placed  in  a 
DOC  fund,  which  is  used  to  pay  back 
redemption  value  for  redeemed  con- 
tainers. Money  left  in  the  DOC  fund 
from  unredeemed  containers  is  used  tor 
grants  to  local  conservation  corps,  gov- 
ernmental and  nonprofit  entities  for 
recycling,  recycling  market  develop- 

Treasures  of  America

The  current  DOC  proposal  would 
remove  the  requirement  for  retailers  to 
maintain  a  recycling  center  within  a 
half  mile  of  their  store  (which  would 
result  in  a  drastic  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  recycling  centers),  eliminate  $5 
million  in  annual  payments  to  curbside 
programs,  eliminate  $2.5  million  in 
local  government  and  nonprofit  grants 
and  eliminate  $7,5  million  in  funding 
for  local  conservation  corps  programs. 
The  proposal  would  also  reduce  recy- 
cling targets  down  from  the  current  80 
percent  to  70  percent.

On  a  related  note.  Assembly  mem- 
ber Kevin  Shelley  has  introduced  a  bill 
which  would  expand  the  law  to  include 
containers  for  non-carbonated  soft 
drinks,  waters,  juices  and  teas.  Cur- 
rently the  statewide  recycling  rate  for 
glass  containers  not  covered  by  AB 
2020  is  only  21  percent  and  the  rate 
for  plastic  containers  is  less  than  10 
percent.  This  bill  is  currently  in  the 
state  senate. 

Moving  closer  to  home,  recycling 
participation  in  San  Francisco  contin- 
ues to  climb.  Figures  for  the  first  four 
months  of  1997  show  that  we  recycled 
a  total  of  37.787,160  pounds  of 
recyclables  citywide  (up  3  million 
pounds  from  last  year). 

We  also  have  results  back  from  exit 
polls  conducted  during  our  annual 
waste  prevention  campaign  at  super- 


markets held  earlier  this  year.  Forty- 
two  percent  of  shoppers  polled  remem- 
bered one  or  more  elements  from  the 
Shop  Smart  campaign,  with  more  than 
half  of  these  shoppers  saying  that  the 
campaign  affected  their  buying  habits. 

And.  if  you're  wondering  what  you 
can  do  with  dead  batteries,  there  are 
now  more  than  36  places  that  accept 
batteries  for  recycling.  All  batteries 
contain  toxic  heavy  metals,  including 
zinc,  mercury,  cadmium,  nickel,  silver 
and  manganese.  In  order  to  make  sure 
these  materials  don't  end  up  polluting 
our  environment,  take  them  to  one  of 
the  following  recycling  sites.

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This  Month  in  SJ\  History 

JULY 

1:  In  1860,  t  threc-mile  single  track  was 
completed  by  the  San  Francisco  and  Mis- 
sion Railroad  from  the  foot  of  Market  St. 
to  Mission  Dolores.  In  1899,  after  nearly 
30  years  of  construction,  the  new  City 
Hafl  at  the  corner  of  Market  and  McAl- 
lister Streets  was  finally  com-  pleled.  It 
would  last  less  than  seven  years  due  to 
heavy  damage  in  the  1906  earth-  quake. 
In  1967,  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  con- 
struction crews  began  excavating  the  dirt 
below  the  surface  of  Market  St.  Tor  a  sub- 
way system. 

4:  In  18SC,  the  Alta  California,  SanFran- 
cisco's  first  daily  newspaper,  became  the 
first  California  publication  to  be  printed 
on  steam-powered  presses.  In  1876,  San 
Franciscans  first  witnessed  a  display  of 
electric  light,  shown  from  the  roof  of  St. 
Ignatius  College.  In  1882,  the  Telegraph 
Hill  Observatory  first  opened  its  doors.

In  1907, 
Telegraph  Hill's  Pioneer  Park  was  dedi- 
cated.

28:  In  1849,  the  Memnon  made  a 
120-day  voyage  from  New  York,  be- 
coming the  first  clipper  ship  to  arrive  in 
San  Francisco  Bay

Section  6.06  -  Chair  of  the  Task  Force 

The  Chair  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  members,  and  the  execu- 
tive committee.  The  Chair  has  the  gen- 
eral powers  and  duties  of  management 
usually  vested  in  that  office,  and  shall 
have  such  other  powers  and  shall  per- 
lorm  such  other  duties  as  from  time  to 
lime  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Task 
Force  or  these  Bylaws. 

Section  6.07  -  Vice  Chair 

of  the  Task  Force 

In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the

to  the  Community 

If  the  Task  Force  receives  at  least 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000) 
in  gross  revenues  or  receipts  during  the 
fiscal  year,  the  Task  Force  shall  send 
an  annual  report  to  all  members  and 
publish  the  same  in  the  Grapevine. 

ARTICLE  8:  CONTRACTS  AND 
LOANS  WITH  TASK  FORCE  MEM- 
BERS 

Section  8.01  -  Contracts  with 
Task  Force  Members 

(a)  No  Task  Force  member  or  officer, 
nor  any  other  corporation  firm,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  entity  in  which  one  or 
more  of  this  Task  Force's  members  or 
officers  are  directors  or  have  a  mate- 
rial financial  interest,  shall  be  inter- 
ested, directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  con- 
tract or  other  transaction  with  this  Task 
Force,  unless  (i)  the  material  facts  re- 
garding such  member  or  officer's  fi- 
nancial interest  in  such  contract  or 
transaction  and/or  regarding  such  com- 
mon membership,  directorship, 
officeship  or  financial  interest  are  fully 
disclosed  in  good  faith  and  are  noted 
in  the  minutes,  or  are  known  to  all 
members  of  the  Task  Force  prior  to 
consideration  by  the  Task  Force  of  such 
contract  or  transaction,  (ii)  such  con- 
tract or  transaction  is  authorized  in 
good  faith  by  a  majority  of  the  Task 
Force  by  a  note  sufficient  for  that  pur- 
pose without  counting  the  vote  or  votes 
of  such  interested  director  or  officer, 
(iii)  prior  to  authorizing  or  approving 
the  transaction,  the  board  considers  and 
in  good  faith  determines  after  reason- 
able investigation  under  the  circum- 
stances that  the  Task  Force  could  not 
obtain  a  more  advantageous  arrange- 
ment with  reasonable  effort  under  the 
circumstances,  and  (iv)  the  Task  Force 
enters  into  the  transaction  for  its  own 
benefit,  and  the  transaction  is  fair  and 
reasonable  to  the  Task  Force  at  the  lime 
the  transaction  is  entered  into. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  section  do 
not  apply  to  a  transaction  which  is  part 
of  a  public  or  charitable  program  of  the 
Task  Force  if  it:  (i)  is  approved  or  au- 


thorized by  the  Task  Force  in  good  faith 
and  without  unjustified  favoritism;  and 
(ii)  results  in  a  benefit  to  one  or  more 
Task  Force  members  or  officers  or  their 
families  because  they  are  in  the  class 
of  persons  intended  to  be  benefitted  by 
the  public  or  charitable  program  of  the 
Task  Force. 

ARTICLE  9:  INDEMNIFICATION 
OF  MEMBERS  AND  OFFICERS 

Section  9.01  -  Right  to 
Indemnification 

This  Task  Force  shall  have  power  to 
indemnify  any  person  who  was  or  is  a 
party  or  is  threatened  to  be  made  a  party 
to  any  action  or  proceeding  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  such  person  is  or  was 
an  officer,  member  or  agent  of  this  Task 
Force,  or  is  or  was  serving  at  the  re- 
quest of  this  Task  Force  as  a  director, 
officer,  employee  or  agent  of  another 
foreign  or  domestic  corporation,  part- 
nership, joint  venture,  or  other  enter- 
prise, against  expenses,  judgements, 
fines,  settlements  and  other  amounts 
actually  and  reasonably  incurred  in 
connection  with  such  proceeding,  to 
the  fullest  extent  permitted  under  the 
Law  of  the  State  of  California.  For  this 
purpose,  the  Task  Force  may,  and  on 
request  of  any  such  person  shall,  be 
required  to  determine  in  each  case 
whether  or  not  the  applicable  standards 
of  conduct  under  California  Law  have 
been  met,  or  such  determination  shall 
be  made  by  independent  legal  counsel 
if  the  Task  Force  so  directs  or  if  the 
Task  Force  is  not  empowered  by  stat- 
ute to  make  such  determination.  The 
indemnification  provided  herein  shall 
not  be  deemed  exclusive  of  any  other 
rights  to  which  those  indemnified  may 
be  entitled  under  any  agreement,  vote 
of  members  or  disinterested  members 
or  otherwise,  both  as  to  action  in  a 
person's  official  capacity  and  as  to  ac- 
tion in  another  capacity  while  holding 
such  office  shall  continue  as  to  a  per- 
son who  has  ceased  to  be  an  agent  and 
shall  incur  to  the  benefit  of  the  heirs, 
executors  and  administrators  of  such  a 
person. 

ARTICLE  10:  AMENDMENTS 
Section  10.01  -  Amendments 
by  Members 

New  bylaws  may  be  adopted  or  these 
Bylaws  may  be  amended  or  repealed 
by  approval  of  the  members. 
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
